HERE is a considerable difference 

between improvement of the Gorge 
merely from a seenic and- recreational 
standpoint, and the cutting of a canal 
hetween Esquimalt and Victoria harbors 
via Thetis Cove and Portage Inlet, The 
latter proposal was part of a nine-point 
program for the development of rail and 
dechsea terminals at the ports of Esqui- 
malt and Victoria advanced by business 
and other-interests in the city a few years 
ago. Other points, included raising the 
height of the Ogden Point piers, dredging
